Dx. Earl S. Herald, Superintendent-Curator 
of Steinhart Aquarium, has the distinction of 
being one of two U. S. citizens elected to mem- 
bership in the International Union of Directors 
of Zoological Gardens at a meeting held in San 
Diego September 30 through October 5. Dr. 
Herald thus joins a select handful of Americans 
belonging to this international group. 

Since many of the zoological gardens of 
the world also have aquaria connected with them, 
Steinhart Aquarium was host both before and after 
the meetings to many distinguished foreign visi- 
tors, including zoological garden directors from 
Tokyo, Berlin, Amsterdam and Cologne. These 
gentlemen were particularly interested in seeing 
at first-hand the many innovations being incor- 
porated into the rehabilitation of the Academy's 
aquarium. 


Mrs. Gladys L. Smith, Technical As- 
sistant in the Department of Botany, is the author 
of a new volume, "FLOWERS OF LASSEN", pub- 
lished by the Loomis Museum Association, Lassen 
Volcanic National Park, in cooperation with the 
National Park Service and the Academy. The com- 
pact, handsome book is copiously illustrated with 
both line drawings and color photographs.

Completion of a unique documen- 
tary film, "The Story of Brine Shrimp", two years 
in the making, has been announced. This color- 
sound film was produced by the staff of Steinhart 
Aquarium for the San Francisco Aquarium Society 
at the request of many aquarists seeking back- 
ground information on this small organism used 
as fish food around the world. Artemia salina, 

a one-half inch crustacean, is found in the salt 
beds at the south end of San Francisco Bay. 
Unusual micro-photography and studies of 
the feeding habits of many fishes make this film 
a fascinating documentary. Subsequently, "The 
Story of Brine Shrimp" will be made available 
to motion picture distributors throughout the 
country. It is narrated by Dr. Earl S. Herald. 


The Mill Valley Public Library has gen- 
erously contributed an impressive group of 
pictorial magazines to be incorporated in the 
newly-organized Minerva Hirst Picture Collection 
(see NEWSLETTER, October, 1962). Also, to 
further the purposes of the collection, three gifts 
of $10.00 each have been given by anonymous 
donors.

The meeting at Palm Springs, honoring the 
recent completion of a fine new building and a 
spacious auditorium for the Palm Springs Desert 
Museum, was attended by 136 registered dele- 
gates. 

Among those present, special recognition 
was given to Mr. Thomas Slavin, now a resident 
of Berkeley, who was the first president of the 
Board of Trustees of the Palm Springs Desert 
Museum, of which Dr. C. E. Smith is director. 


Meet the Staff 


JACQUELINE SCHONEWALD, as Technical Assist- 
ant in the Department of Birds and Mammals, has as 
diversified duties as anyone on the Academy staff. 
Under the direction of the Curator of the Department, 
she takes part in the maintenance of some 76,000 
study skins of birds, 13,000 study skins of mammals, 
a large egg collection, and numerous preserved speci- 
mens. She has, in the past, been responsible for the 
care and feeding of snowshoe rabbits, skunks, bats, 
flying squirrels, wood rats and chipmunks under ob- 
servation by the Department - not to mention several 
itinerant cats found homeless in Golden Gate Park. 
She is also secretary-clerk, and when called upon, is 
capable of making drawings and illustrations for vari- 
ous scientific publications emanating from the Depart- 
ment. 

Mrs. Schonewald was born in Paris and received 
her education at the College de Jeunes Filles at 
Montargis and at the Alliance Francaise. An interest 
in natural history began early in life but became 
sharply focused when she went into the employ of 
Julien Marnier-Lapostolle who maintains a magnifi- 
cent botanical garden on the French Riviera. She was 
charged with the cataloging and documentation of all 
information about his collections and it was this em- 
ployment which led eventually to her association with 
the Academy. 

She, with her husband, Hans, and her daughter, 
Christine, emigrated to the United States in February, 
1955, and came directly to San Francisco. Within a 
month, she was in the Academy's employ. 

The interest in animals does not stop at the 
Academy's doors. At home, the Schonewald family 
enjoys the company of two bush babies, Boris - a 
Slow Loris, two parrots, a kangaroo rat, three cats 
and four guinea pigs. 

A growing interest in photography asserts itself 
on the camping trips the Schonewalds take when possi- 
ble. And there is always the excitement of bird watch- 
ing. At home, Jacqueline experiments with the cuisine 
of many countries, and finds much pleasure in creat- 
ing her own gourmet dishes. 

"Now, if I can find the time to paint and draw 
the animals I love so much,'' she commented, "I 
think I will be completely happy."
